Washington, January 17.—How the 
people of the United States may have 
®aved for them millions of dollars an- 
nually in the operation ef their gov- 
ernmental machinery was ouflined by 
President Taft today in a message to 
congress on “economy ang efficiency 
in, the government service.” 

“What the government does with 
mearly $1,000,000,000 each year,” said 
the president, “is as: of as much con- 
cern to the average citizen as is the 
manner of obtaining this amount of 
money for the public use.” 

Probably the most radical proposal 
gdvanced by the president In today’s 
, Message was that all administrative 
officers of the government in the de- 
partments at Washington and in the 
field be put under the civil service; be 
removed from the influence of politics 
and that their terms of office be not 
limited, as at present, to four years. 
Such officers should not be appointed 
by the president with the necessity of 
Benate confirmation, he said, but upon 
merit. ‘The extension of the merit 
system to those officers and a needed 
readjustment of salaries,” said he, “will 
have important effects in securing 
Greater economy and efficiency. The 
view that these various offices are to 
be filled as a result of political con- 
sideration has for its consequence the 
necessity that the president and mem+ 
bers of congress devote to matters of 
patronage time which they should de- 
vote to questions of policy and admin- 
istration.” 

Outlines of Improvement. 

The president did not attempt to ex- 
plain in detail the work of the econ- 
omy and efficiency commission creat- 
ed by act of congress a year and a 
half ago. He sketched the outlines of 
improvements that he said could be 
made in government service; declar- 
ed that they would effect a saving of 
many millions of dollars and asked 
that congress continue the commission 
by granting an appropriation of $200,- 
000 with $50,000 for printing its re- 
ports. From time to time, he added, 
reports of the commission proposing 
particular reforms would be sent to 
congress. 

“T ask,” said the president, “the 
cvntinuapee of this commigson on econ- 
omy and efficiericy because of the ex-" 
, cellent. beginning « which has-~ been 
made towards the reorganization of 
the machinery of this government on 
business principles. I ask it because 
its work is entirely. non-partisan in 
charactet and ought to apply to every 
citizen Who wishes to give effectiveness 
to popular government in. which we 
feel a just pride. T sincerely hupe that 
congress will not, in its anxiety to 
reduce expenditures, economize by cut- 
ting off an appropriation which is like- 
ly to offer greater opportunity. for

Improvements 
Use of Bond Money to Come 
Up for Disposition. 


The finance sheet, the»purchase of 
water pipe from private corporations 
with bond money andthe purchase of 
land for a small reservoir to take care 
of the water from the filters will be 
three matters to be acted upon by the 
general council at an adjourned ses- 
sion this afternoon. 

‘The finance sheet may uniiergo a few 
changes which 'it is understood several 
members of council will insist upon. 
These include the raise in salary of a 
number of city officials, and more 
money for certain public improve- 
ments. The finance committee will be 
asked to amend its sheet by providing 
$3,500 for Highland avenue; $110 a 
month for city detectives who get $90 
and were given $95; $105 for fire lieu- 
tenants, who get $95, and were given 
$100; $100 for fire engineers who 
get $95 and were given no raige; 
$1,800 a year for chief clerk of 
the tax office and the tax investigators 
who .get $1,650 and were 
raise; $1,400 for other clerks who get 
$1,350 and were given no raise; $150 a 
year more for the second assistant city 
clerk; $2,800 more for Grant park, $400 
more for playgrounds and $1,000 for 
Lakewood for a public bathing beach; 
$600 more for South Boulevard which 
was given $2,500; $400 for the health 
department to purchase two motor- 
cycles for the dairy inspectors. These 
proposed additions to the finance sheet 
foot up about $14,000. The finance 
committee may agree to the changes. 
If it does not, there may be a fight 
made on the committee’s report. 

Other Matters Before Council. 

Council will be called upon to vote 
on two reports from the bond commis- 
sion and water board, one favoring 
the purchase of $20,000 worth of pri- 
vate water mains now used by the 
city, and the other a minority report 
opposing the use of the bond._money 
for such a purpose. It is understood 
that the mayor is against the use of 
the bond money except for the laying 
of water pipe as set forth in the bond 
ordinance. 

There will come up before council a 
recommendation .by the water board 
for the purchase of fifteen acres of 
land to be used as a basin to take care 
of muddy water from the filters. The 
bend money is to .be taken, and this 
may also cause some opposition. 

The other matters to Be acted upon 
will be such as were left over from 
the meeting last Monday.

Indianapolis, Ind., January 17.—After 
the convention. or the United Mine 
Workers of America had gone on rec- 
ord today as favoring government 
ownership of all industries, the social- 
ists among the 1,300 delegates launch- 
ed a resolution endorsing their party 
as “the political party of the working 
clhass,”” but it met resistance.

-Because the constitution of the 
United Mine Workers stipulates that

industrial field.”’ 

John Walker, president of the Illi- 
nois Miners, speaking for the _ social- 
ists, intimated that if necessary, an 
effort would be made to amend the 
constitution so that the national union 
could indorse the socialist party. In a 
fiery speech he said: “If you will not 
listen to our pleading you will pay 
the cost.” The “capitalistic parties,’ 
he said, “possess the power to enforce 
injunctions, to kill if necessary,” and. 
he urged that the working class should 
seek political power so that “if there 
is need to use the injnction and the 
bayonet they will be used in defense 
of your firesides.”’ '

Money does not enter into the equation, as against the lives 
‘and health of the children of Atlanta. If'coal suitable to the school

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| TEACHERS PAID:.... 


VETERANS WAIT 


But Veterans Will Get Their 
Money About as Soon as 
Last Year. 


Governor Slaton drew warrants on 
the state treasury yesterday for 
$1,116,379.29 to pay Georgia’s school 
teachers what is due them for their 
work in 1911. 

Checks will be made out and madie 
ed to all the counties which have sent 
in their statements on Saturday. They 
will reach the county school superin- 
tendents on ‘Monday, when vaceda’ will 
be ready for distribution. 

This leaves something like $300, 000 
or more of the public school fund for 
1911 still to be paid, but the counties 
to which it belongs nave not yet sent 
in their statements. Some of the 
counties have gotten ahead on their 
schoo] fund and it is held in the 
treasury for them until] they call for if. 

This payment about cleaned out the 
cash in the treasury for the present, 
hence it was impossible to pay the 
pensions at this time. 

Pension Commissioner J. W. Lind- 
sey wrote Governor Slaton a letter in 
which he asked for a requisition for 
$1,073,320 to pay the pensions of alli 
but three counties, Bartow, Pierce and 
White. 

Governor Slaton replied that he re- 
gretted very much it was impossible 
to issue the warrant just at this time 
because of the fact that the teachers 
of the state hag already made demand 
upon the treasury through the state 
superintendent of education for money 
due them for services last. year. He 
said there would be about $400,000 in 
the treasury after the teachers were 
paid, but regretted that there would 
not enough money come in before he 
leaves the executive office next week 
to enable him to sign the warrant for 
the veterans. 

The veterans were paid last year On " 
February 10 and State Treasurer 
believes he will have sufficient funds 
in hand to pay their pensions not later 
than that date this year.

Yes, I have read that portion of the 
decision publithed in The Constitution, 
and also the flaming headlines thereto. 
[ am not surprised at the decision, and 
especially at the sensational remarks 
5. Judge Hill, all of which are uncalled 
or, 
in fact. 

“The facts are these: Hamilton Fow- 
ler, a@ young married white man, and 
lis wife and two young children, agad 
about 1 ani 3 years, were living on 
the little farm about a mile and a half 
or two miles from Plainville, Gordon 
county. The negro Jere McCullouzn 
waS a cropper on Fowler’s farm. 6n 
the evening of the alleged crime Mr. 
Fowler left his home and went to 
Plainville just *before sundown to at- 
tend to some business: the negro knew 
tRat he had gone to Plainville and 
would not return until after dark, and 
left the field soon a‘fter Mr. Fowler 
left home and got to the house about 
Sundown. Mrs. Fowler Was then at 
the barn milking, and as soon as she 
got through milking she went into the 
crib to give some milk to some young 
kittens. While she was doing this the 
negro came up so quietly behind her 
that she did not know he was near or 
in the barn; the testimony of Mrs. 
Fowler being as follows: © ‘I didn’t 
know he was about Ime; he grabbed me 
with both hands, one hand on my 
shoulder and the other on my back, 
and saying all the time ne wasn’t go- 
Mg to hurt me; he was then between 
me and the door and at my back. I 
jerked loose frcm him and drew back 
my fist ond said, “If-you don't Set ouc 
of her2 I will knock you out,” and he 
kinder stepped back, and I jumped out 
of the crib just as quick as — could 
and run to the house as hard as I 
cculd, and picked up my babies and 
ba to Mrs. Bakher’s as hard as I could 

“Fair and Impartial Trial.” 

“There was great excitement in ihe 
community az the time, and threats of 
lynching, but with the promise of a 
Speedy trial, the law was allowed to 
take its course, until the court of ap- 
peals interfered. I gave the negro a 
fair and impartial trial. 

“When the jury returned with the 
verdict I was in the midst of another 
trial. The solicitor general and the 
negro’s counsel both being in court, I 
directed the solicitor general to re- 
ceive and read the verdict, which he 
did. [ had no thought or intimation 
that counsel desired to poll the jury, 
nor any purpose to prevent him from 
so doing, and the insinuation of Judge 
Hill to that effect is purely gratuli- 
tous. It is true that I did not ask 
counsel if there Was any reason why 
sentence should not be pronounced, or 
ask the defendant if he had anything 
to say, for each had already been 
heard at length in the trial of the 
case. When the verdict. was read I

did pronounce sentence by saying, 
‘Twenty years in the penitentiary,’ 
and then, at defendant's counsel’s re- 
quest, the jury was polled and [I re- 
Ssumeg the trial of the case which was 
then on trial, as stated.

OLD MAN’S SUFFERING 


Alleging that during the recent bit- 
ter cold, Mrs. Maggie Sewell left ner 
aged husband alone in a small frame 
hvuse with no fire to keep him warm, 
L. P. Sewell, a son of the old man, has 
filed habeas corpus proceedings to gain 
possessicn of his father, A. C. Sewell. 

The son says that the old man has 
been of unsound mind for a number of 
years: that he is not capable of !look- 
ing out for himself, and that it is dan- 
gerous to leave him near a fire by 
himself. His wife, says the petition, 
tnd her two daughters, go gut during 
the day to work and leave the old man 
unprotected from the cold.

TH4 Paulley Jail 
Company, of St. Louis, was given the 
contract for the steel and iron work, 
including cells, while the construction 
of the building was awarded to Itner 
Firothers, of Albany, Ga.

Waycross, Ga., January 17.—(Spe- 
cial. )\—‘‘Sis Cow’s” domain in Waycross 
is going to be restricted,and the re- 
striction is coming from council with- 
out the usual election. The proposition 
has been prepared by Alderman €. E. 
Dunn, the original and persistent anti- 
cow alderman of council.

STUDY CLUB AT STATE NORMAL

dent E. C. Branson. 

For example, it was found that the 
entire ninth congressional] district of 
the state gets back from the state in 
pensions and school money several 
thousand dollars more than it pays 
into the state treasury in state taxes. 
It was found that 106 counties of the 
State are in the same condition as the 
thirty-nine counties in the state that 
are self-supporing-—that is, that do nut 
set more from the state than they pay 
to the state. In other words, there are 


6106 counties which do not contribute a 


cent to the university, the normal 
school, the insane asylum, the soldiers’ 
home or the other state institutions, 
but reap the benefit of the surplus tax 
paid by the thirty-nine other counties. 
The thirty-nine literally give to the 
106 counties about $800,000 a year in 
this manner. 
Comparative Tax Rates. 

Another startling exhibition is made 
in study of taxation—that in one coun- 
ty the tax rate may be over $13 a 
thousand, while in counties immedi- 
ately contiguous the rate is less than 
one-third that amount. In the study 
of population it. is learned that there 
are vitally interesting relations in the 
figures. The negro race in Georgia 
increasing as a whole at a far less 
rate than the white race; but the con- 


sideration of country population alone 


he is increasing far more rapidly than 
the white man. 

The students are now just complet- 
ing the first head—that of population 
—learning lessons and facts, truths 
and resultant answers to large “Whys’’ 
that will mean much to the future 
school children. 

Some surprising figures are brought 
out as to the rank of the counties as 
to density of population from Fulton 
with 1,284 people to the square mile:

Meager reports received from the 
interior do not give any indications of 
trouble, but some fears are expressed 
in Havana that disturbances are like- 
ly to occur in the rural districts and 
more especially in the provinces of 
Oriente and Pinar del Rio when the 
news becomes more generally circu- 
lated. 

The newspapers confine themselves 
to the publication of the text of Sec- 
retary Knox's note and interviews on 
the’ subject with various officials. 
There igs no editorial comment except 
in E] Dia, which expresses the opinion 
; that no physical intervention is in- 
tended by the United States, which, 
however, .will adopt other and effica- 
cious means to compel compliance with 
the laws,and prevent a breach of the 
peace. 

Commenting on Secretary Knox's 
note, General Freyre Andrado, former 
secretary of the interior, said: 

‘It is a sad blow to all good Cu- 
bans, but we must hope it will sound 
'a note of warning. All must join in 
a patriotic effort to do their utmost 
to save the country.” | 

So sudden was the action taken by 
the state department at Washihgton 
that General Manuel Sanguilly, secre- 
tary of state, last night absolutely re- 
fused to believe that intervention was 
threatened until some hours after Sec- 
retary Knox's note had been presented 
to President Gomez.

Officials here are confident that 
when Cubans understand the motive of 
the United States is simply to dis- 
charge its treaty obligations, there 
will be little dissatisfaction outside 
of the veterans’ organization. 

So well laid are plans of the general 
staff of the army that news of the 
possibility of intervention in Cuba has 
caused scarcely a ripple at headquar- 
ters here. Should it become necessary 
to send troops to Cuba, the whole 
mecharism of the transportation and 
mobilization services could be in oper-, 
ation within a few hours and: probably 


within two days the first army trans-* 


port would be sailing for Havana. Long 
before the transport had reached Cu- 
ban waters, several American battle- 
ships would be lying off proper strat- 
egic points on the ban coast.

Jordan Wants to Stay. 

Jordan wants to stay with Atlanta.
